Whatever the result may be in other 


respects, army officers agree that Gen- 
eral Miles lias, by his own testimony, 
luid himself open to one adverse find- 
ing. This point which he has scored 
against himself is rather technical, 
aud may not strike tho civilian as 
serious. Army men, however, cou- 
pler it grave. By his own admission, 
General Miles states that he made no 
report to the secretary of war of the 
condition of the beef which he is now 
trying to prove was so bad. He says

tary. This was brought out with such 
distinctness and care by the court that 
army officers say there is no doubt it 
will be emphasized in the findings.

Aud yet he was forced to 


•duiit this fault iu not reporting the 
bud beef, or else own up that these 
uipressious of the quality of the meat 
vere of development weeks after the 
Campaign. 


So strongly are officers of the opiu- 


on that Miles will fail to sustain the 
'embalmed beef" allegation, aud the 
•ourt will find him at fault in failing 
o notify the secretary of war, that 
peculation is already dealing with 
he probable consequences, as they 
will affect his future relations to the 
army. One significant comment made 
on the testimony is that the subordi- 
nate commanders made no reports tf 
bad beef until they were called upon 
by General Miles long after tho Santi- 
ago aud Porto Rico campaigns,

state what their observations respect- 
ing the food had been. 


Another point to tho disadvantage 


of General Miles has 
already de- 


veloped. The general not only failed 
to inform the secretary of 'war of his 
alleged discoveries regarding the beef, 
but ho ordered certain officers to make 
au investigation. 
Therein he pro- 


ceeded entirely without military law,

William H. Newton is in 
Jail at Huntington, Ind. 


WAS INDICTED IN DECATUR 


In 1897 for Falsa Pretense and Confi- 


dence Game—Wilson Woodford 


i» In Trouble—William 


Towne Arrested. 


William H. Newton, against whom 


two indictments were returned by the 
grand jury at the September term of 
the Macon county circuit court, has 
at last boen captured after 
having 


kept out of the way of the officora for 
nearly two years. 


Newton, it will be remembered by 


many, was a sort of inventor. He 
sold patent shaft supporters and vari- 
ous other articles. Ho was patentee 
for a combination roller and harrow. 
To a farmer named John Quinu New- 
ton disposed of the right to sell the 
machine in certain territory ajid iu 
payment received a deed for some 
laud. There was some crooked work 
about the deal and the matter beiug 
nought before the grand jury New- 
ton, together with two Decatur men. 
were indicted for working a confidence 
;ame and obtaining from Quiun under 
'alse pretenses $19a Newton managed 
to make his escape and until now the 
officers have been unable to locate 


iiu. 


JUMPED BOARD BILL. 


This morning the whereabouts of 


Newton wero learned. Marshal Mason 
received a letter from P. M. McCarty, 
chief of police at Huntiugton, Ind. 
It was asked if anything was known 
in Decatur of William H. Newton, 
patentee of a combination roller and 
arrow. Chief McCarty further stated 
that there was in jail at Huntington 


man who was serving a term of 14 


days for skipping a board bill at 
Anderson, Ind., and he claimed to be 
imployed by Newton of Decatur.

Anderson ha was endeavoring to or- 
ganize a stock company lor, the wanu- 
acture of Ms harrow and roller and 
lad in his possession a fine model. 


PLENTY OP NAMES. 


At Anderson the man registered as 


T. Willimer, when arrested gave the 
aine of Harry Henry, to the jailor 
aid his uame was Henry Willowbur- 
ton and told the justice that his name 
was William Henry. Chief McCarty 
tatcel iu his letter that as the man 
ilaimed his employer to bo from De- 
:atur it was thought he might be 
vauted iu this city. The description 
if the man under arrest ns giveu in 
ho letter was that he is about 40 
'ears old, 5 ' feet 7 or 8 inches tall, 
voighs 140 or 150 pounds, has rather 
oug sandy hair, sandy mustache and 
ideburus, and talks in a fine, squeaky 
-oice.

This was sent into the 
Texas while that battleship was bom- 
barding the Soeopa batteries.

ing one of the attacking vessels was 
found by the searchlights of tie bat- 
tery. The Spaniards opened fire on it, 
but instead of hitting the vessel the 
Iowa, which lay under the covtr of 
darkness, was struck by the shell from 
the Spanish hottilfeer. 


"Great must have been the fright of 


the American officers when on taking 
charge of Jiorro they found that HID 
cannon operated against them by the 
Spanish bore the dates 1008 and 1718, 
Part of these howitzers were found 
loaded as the Americans took charge. 
The officer in charge ordered them to 
be fired off, and found to his great sur- 
prise that the longest distance one ot 
these shots would traverse was 600 
yarde. 


"With due apologies to the brethren 


of YanJceelnad, did the thrifty Ameri- 
cans really allow themselves to be 
frightened at this Spanish 'bluff?' In 
the beginning, perhaps yes. I must 
confess, and so do my officers, that 
while watching the proceedings from 
our cruiser we had not the faintest 
idea that the Spanish batteries had 
such antique material to defend their 
glorious honor with."
